If your Horſe be in the fecond eſtate of 
Body , that is, very poor , then you ſhall alfo 
take as long time as you may, yet you need not 
ſo much as in the former, both becauſe greaſe 
cannot much offend, and exerciſe may go hand 
in hand with feeding. | 

If your Horſe be in the third eſtate of Body, 
(which is amean betwixt the other extremes ) 
thena Moneth or (ix weeks may be time ſuffici- 
ent to diet bim for his Match. | 


Now as you regard theſe general eſtates of | 
bodies; ſo you mult have an eye to certain par- | 
ticular eſtates of bodies: as if a Horſe be fat 


and foul, yet of free and ſpending nature, apt 


quickly to conſume and loſe his fleſh; this | 


Horſe muſt not haue ſo ſtrict an hand , neither 
can he endure ſo violentexcerciſe, as he that is 


of a hard diſpoſition, and will feed and be fat | 


upon all meats and all exerciſes, 


Again, if your Horſe be in extreme poverty, | 


_ through diforder or miſuſape, yer is by nature 


very hard and apt, both ſoon to recover his | 


Heſh,and long tohold it, then over this Horſe 
you ſhall by no means hold ſo liberal and tender

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| an hand, -nor forbear that excerciſe , which

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How to diet an Horſe for a Match, thatis fat, foul, 


and either newly taken from Graſs or Foil, bein 
the firſt Fortnight, Fm 


Jrom matchan Horſe that is fat aud foul ei- 
I ther by runing at Graſs,or ſtanding art Soil, 
or any other means of reſt, or too high keeping, 
you ſhall for the firſt fortnight ar leaſt riſe 
early in the morning before day , or at the 
ſpring of day, according to the time of the 
year, and having put on his Bridle waſhtin 
Beer, and tyed to the Rack, take away the durg 
and Other foulneſs of the Stable, then you 
B4 ſhall

ſhall dreſs the Horſe exceeding well, that is to 
You ſhall firſt curry him all over from the head 


to the tail , from the top of the ſhoulder to 


the knee,and from the top of the buttock to the 
hindercambril; then duſt him all over , either 
with a clean duſting cloth , or with an horſes 
tayl, or ſuch like thing, made faſt to an handle, 
then curry or rub him all over with the French 
bruſh, beginning with bis forehead, temples and 
cheeks, ſo down his neek, ſhoulders, and fore- 
legs, even to the ſetting on of his hoofs, ſo 
along his ſides, and under his belly;and laſtly, all 
abour his buttocks , and hinder legs, even to 
the ground. Then'you ſhall go over all thoſe 
parts which the bruth hath touched with-your 
wet hand, and not leave,as near as you can,one 
Jooſe hair about him, nor one wet hair; for 
what your hands did wet , your hands muſt rub 
dry again: you thall alfo with your wet hands 
cleanſe his ſheath, his yard, his ſtones or cods, 
and his Tyel , and in dead not leave any ſecret 
place uncleanſed, as ears, noſtrils, fore-bowels, 
and be tween his hinder thighs, Then you hal 
take an haircl-oth , and with it rub the Horſe 
all over 1n every. part: , but eſpecially his face, 


eyes, cheeks , between the chops, on the rop of 


is forehead, in the ape of the neck, and down 
his legs, fetlocks, and-abour his paſterns. 
Laitly, You ſhall rake a clean woollen cloth, 


and with it you ſhall rub the Horſe ol} over, be- 
ginning with bis head and face , and-ſo palling | 


through every part of the Horſes body or linibs,

When this work is finiſhed , take a fair-fJarge” 
body-cloth, of thick warm houſewives Kerſey. 
(if it be in the winter ſeaſon, or of fine corten, 
or other light ſtuff , if it be in the-Summer ſez- 
ſon Jand fold it round about the- Horſes body; 
thet'clap on his'Saddle, and girt'the foremoſt 
girth, pretty ſtrait, and the other girth ſome- 
what ſlack, and wiſp it on each (ide the Horſes 
heart , that both the girths may be of equal 
ſr ai tneſs, then put before his breaſt awarm 
breaſt-cloth, and Jer it cover both his: ſhoul- 

When the 'Horſe isthns accoutred and 


- made ready,you ſhall take alittie beer into your 


mouth and ſpirt'it into the Horſes mouth, + and 
ſo draw him outof the Stable, and take his back, 
leaving ſome ordinary Groom behind you, ' to 
crim up your ſtable, co carry forth dung, and 
ſhake and toſs up your litter. For you are to 
underſtand, and it is a general principle , that 
your Horſe muſt ſtand upon good ſtore of freſh 
dry Litter continually, both night and day, and 
it mnſt ever be of Wheat-ſtraw, if poſſible, or 
Oar-ſtraw, if forced by neceflity. As for Bar- 
ley-ſtraw, and Rye-itraw, they are both un 
wholeſome and dangerous, the one doth heart- 
burn, the other cauſeth ſcowring. *' £ 
When you are thus mounted, you ſhall wal 

forth your Horſe foot- pace ,- ( which we call 
racking) for you muſt neither amble, nor rrot, 
at leaſt a mile or rwo, or more, upon ſmooth 
and ſound ground, ' and as near as you can tO 
the ſteepeſt hils you can find: there gallop your 
Horſe very gently up thoſe ſeep hils, and rack 
or walk bim fofcly down , that he may cool as 
. | much 
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much one way, as he warmeth another; And 


when you have thas exerciſed him a pretty ſpace 
then ſeeing the Sun beginning to riſe, or pret- 
cily riſen, you ſhall walk your Horſe down ei- 
ther to ſome freſh River, or ſome clear Pond 
that is fed with a ſweet Spring , andthere ler 

your Horſe drink at his pleaſure. 

After he hath drunk, you ſhall gallop and ex- 
erciſe him moderately as you did before; then 
walk him a pretty ſpace,and after offer him more 
water : If he drink, then gallop him again, if 
he refuſe, then gallop bim to occalion thirſt; and 
thus always give him exerciſe both before and 
after water. 

When he hath drunk(as you think ſufficient- 
Iy)then bring him home gently, without a wee 
hair about him: when you are come to the ſia 
ble door(before which your Groom ſhall throw 
all his foul litter continnally from time to 
time) you ſhall there alight from his back, and 
by whiſtling ſtretching the Horſe upon the 
ſitraw,and ariſing the ſtraw up under the Horſe, 


ſee if you can make him Piſs, which if at firſt he 


do nor, yet with a little cuſtome he wil ſoon be 
brought unto it, and itis an wholſom aQion, 
both for the Horſes health, and for the cleanly 
keepingof the ſtable. 

When theſe —_ are performed, you ſhall 
then bring the Horſe into his ſtall; and firſt tye 
his head up to the rack in his bridle, then with 
hard wiſps rub all bis four legs down with as 
great {trength as you can,then unlooſe his breſt- 
cloth;rub his head, neck, and breaſt, exceeding 
much with a dry cloth - then take of his 
Saddle, and hang itby; and after take of his 

Body 
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Body-cloth; | then rub over all the-Horſes bo- 


dy arid limbs,eſpecially bis back where the Sad- 


die ſtood; and then clothe him up firſt with alin-' 
hen ſheet, then over it a good ſtrong houling-. 
cloth , and a bove it his woollen body-cloth, 
which in the winter is not amiſs:to have lined 
with ſomethin cotten, or other woollen ſtuff, 
but in the heat of Summer the Kerſey it ſelf is 


= ſufficient. | ; 


When you have girt theſe Clothes about him, 


ſcop his ſurſingle round with reaſonable big, 


ſoft, and thick wiſps; for with them he will lye 
at beſt eaſe, becauſe the ſmall hard wiſps are 
ever hurtful, ' 2 

After your Horſe is thus clothed up , you 


ſhall then pick his feet , and ſtop them up witty 


cow-dung, and then throw in to his racka little 
bundle of hay , ſo mnch as a half-penny bottle 
inadear Inn, well dnſted, and hard bound up 
rogether , and this he ſhall tear out as be 
ſtandeth on his bridle. | 
After the Horſe hath ſtood on: his bridle 
more than an hour,or an hour and half, you ſhall 
then come to him , and firſt rub his head, face, 
and the nape of his neck with a clean rubber, 
made of new rough hempen cloth, for this is 
excellent for thehead, anddflolverh all groſs 
and filthy hamours, and then you ſhall draw his 
bridle, and with a very clean cloth make the 
manger ſo clean as may be, and if he hath ſcat- 
tered any hay therein,you ſhall gather it up and 
throw it back into his racks then you ſhall rake 
the quantity of a quart,or better, of ſweet,dry. 
oid,and clean drefſed Oats, of which the heavieſt 
and the whicteſt are the beſt, as thoſe which we 


eall 
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call the Poland Oats, or the cut Oats, for thoſe 
only are wholeſome, | the 'otber! which ate un- 


ſweet breed / infirmity ; | thoſe - which are.moiſt ' 
cauſe ſwelling in the body ;, thoſe, which argnew | 


breed worms, -andpain in the belly , and they 
which are halfdrefſed deceive the ſtomack., and 
bring the Horſe to, ruine, As for theblack Oats, 
though they aretolerable in the time of neveſ- 
ſity ,. yet they make full dung, and hinder a 
mans knowledp, in the ſtate of the Horſes 

body. | 
- This quart of Oats you ſhall put into a Sieve 
that is ſomewhat leſs than a Riddle, and a 
thought bigger then a:Reeing Sieve, ſuch a one 
as will let a lightOat go through, but will keep 
a ful Oat from ſcattering.In this Sieve you ſhall 
rec, dreſs, and: toſs your Oats very much, that 
there may be neither duſt ,- nor any: other foul 
thingin them : And fo give them to the Horſe 
to eat, andifhe eat them with a good ſtomack, 
you may then ſift, and give him as much more; 
and ſo let him reſt , cill it be near eleven ofthe 
clock. Then come to the ſtable again , and ha- 
ving rubbed the Horſes head, neck, and face, 
,you ſhall then take another quart or better of 
Oats, and as before, toſs and ree them through 
your Steves,and ſo give them the Horſe. Then 
cloling up your windows and light, that the 
Horſe may remain ſo dark as is poſſible, leave 
him til one of the clock, And hereyou are to 
underſtand that the darker you keep your Horſe 
in your abſence, the better it is, and it will oc- 
cai:dnhim to feed, Iye down and take bis reſt, 
where otherwiſe he would not. : And therefore 
we commonly uſe to arm the ſtals, where- 
in 
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in thoſe Horſes ftand, round/about,and alafe; 
and'over the rack; with ſtrong Canvas, both for 
dirkneſs, warmth; ind that no fiſth may come 
near the 4 pete a= De 5/44 
At one a clock or thereabouts, come to the 
Horſe zg#in,' and ſift and dreſs bim another 
quart of Oats , as before ſhewed ,*and give 
them him': after you have rubbed well his face;' 
head, and nape of the neck, then putting away 
his dung and making the ſtable clean and ſweer, 
ive him a little knob of hay, and ſo leave him 
till four of the clock in the evening, if it bein' 
the Summer 3 after three, if it be in the Winter 
and ſhort ſeaſon. ' Cn, on,” 
At four aclock in the evening come again to 
the Stable, and® having madeall 'things clean, 
then'bridle up the Horſe, having wet the ſnafffe 
with-beer,and tyed himup to the rack, then take. 
off hjs clothes and dreſs him in all points, and 
every way as was ſhewed you in the morning, 
After he is dreſſed, then clothe and ſaddle bim, 
as was alſo ſhewed for the morning : thenbring 


him forth, and do yqur beſt co make him piſs and 


dung upon the foul Litter at the ſtable door : 
then. mount his back. and ride him forth, as you 
did tm the morning, but nor co the hils,if poſſible ' 
you can find any other plain and level ground, 
as Meadow, Paſture, or any other earth, eſpe- 
cially if it lye along by the River. _Butin this 
caſe you can be no chooſer, but muſt rake the 
moſt convenient ground you can find, ro make 
a vertue of neceflity, There air your Horſe in 
all points in the Evening, as you did in the Mor- 
ning, galloping him both before and after his 
water, then racking him gently up and down, 

iQ 
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in your raking you muſt obſerve even from 
the Stable door 1n all your paſſages, eſpecially 
when you would have your. Horſe to empty 
himſelf,to let him ſmeſl upon every old and new 
dung you meet with all, for this will make him 
empty bis body, and repair his ſtomack, +, 

_. After you have watered your Horle, and 
ſpent che Evening in airing till within oight, 
(for nothing is more wholſome or ſooner con- 
ſameth foulneſs than early andlate airings )you 
ſhall chen air him home to the Stable door, 
there alight, and whatſoever you did in the 
morning either within doors or without,do the 
ſame alſo now at night, and ſo leave the Horle 
on his bridle an hour or an; hour and 3n half,

rocks , and hinder parts: then put down his 
clothes, and lift him a quart of Oats, and give 
chem him. Then put into his Rack a little 


bundle of hay ( as bath been before ſhewed). 


coſs up his Litter and make his bed foft, and 
fo betake both him and your ſelf to your reſts 
till the next morning. : 


The next morning (as the morning before ) 


come to the Horſe before day, or at the break, 
according 
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according to the ſeaſon of __— , and do e- 
very thing, without the omiſſion of any one 
particular, as bath been formerly declared. 

And thus you ſhall keep your Horſe conſtant- 
ly for the firſt fortnight; inwhich by this 
double daily exerciſe you ſhall ſo harden his 
fleſh, and conſume his foulneſs, that the nexe 
fortnight (if you be a temperate man )you may 
adventure to give him gentle heats, 


Now teruiching kis heats, you are to take to your ſelf 
theſe four Conſider ations. | 


Irſt, That two heats in the week is aſuffici- 

' ent proportion for any Horſe of what 

condition or ſtate of body ſoever. 
** Secondly, Thar one 'heart ſhould ever be 
given upon that day in the week on which:

If your match is to be run upon the Munday, 
then your fitteſt heating days are Mundayes 
and Fridayes , and the Munday to beever the 
ſharper beat; both becauſe it is the day of bis 
match, and there is three days reſpite betwixt it 
and the other heat.

The true uſe of them, 1s to keep the Horſe 
from: eating up his Litter, from gnawing upon 
Boards and mud- Walls, and indeed to keep him 
from eating any thing, but what he reciveth 
from your hand. _- | | 

Theſe muzzles are ſometimes made of leather; 
and ſtampr full of holes, or elſe cloſe, but they 
are unſavoury and unwholeſome; for if it be 


 alony Leather, the allom is offenſive ; if it be + 


liquor*d, the greaſe and ouze are full as unplea- 
ſant : belides, tbey are roocloſe, and too hot, 
and both make a Horſe ſick, cauſe him to 
forbear reſt, and retain his dung longer in his 
body, then otherwiſe he would do. 

. The beft Summer-muzzle, is the Net-muzzte, 
made of ſitong packthred, and knit exceeding 
thick, and with ſmall maſhes inthe bottom, and 
ſo enlarged wider and wider up to the middle of 
the Horſes head, and then bound about the rop 
with ſtrong tape, upon the near (ide a loop, 
and'on the farlide along ſtring of tape to be

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Thebeſt winter muzzle, is that which is made 
of ſtrong double Canvas, with around bottom,

.'When you are come within a mile or there- 
abouts,of the ſtarting Poſt, you ſhall alight from

they bad ſhoed their horſe with light ſhoes, 
and done otheraQions of Ornament about them, 
the night before the courſe, that their borſe bath 
taken ſuch eſpecial notice thereof, that they have 
refuſed both to eat and lye down. But you muſt 
underſtand that thoſe horſes muſt be old, and 
long experienced in this exerciſe, ;or they can- 
not reach at theſe ſubtile apprehenſ{ions:tor my 
part , touching the nice and ſtrait platting up 
of horſes tails in the manner of Sakers or 
Docks (which is now in general uſe)howſoever 
the ornament may*appear great to the Eye, yet 
I do: not much affect ir, becauſe I know, if an 
ignorant hand have the workmanſhip thereof, 
he may many wayes give offence to the horſe, 
and in avoiding cumberſomneſs breed a great 
deale of more cumber; therefore I wiſh every 
one rather to avoid curiolity, which. they call 
neceſſary Ornament, than by thoſe falſe graces 
to do injury tothe horſe.

Then ſix aboye 
and ſix below in the forepart of his niouth, 
which are called gatherers, and make thirty lix. 
Then four Tuſhes, one above and one belowof

Irſt and principally you muſt foreſee , that 
8 Your Stallion and Studd Mares be both of 
Sood and lively nature , and not ſubject to any 
natural diſeaſes, For as heavy Horſes and Mares 
will breed Colts of rojliſh and heavy nature, fo 
if they be infeted with any natural diſeaſe, 
their Colts for the moſt part ſhall be troubled 
with the ſame diſeaſe. 


Wild Mares be not beſt to keep for the Race, 


T ſhall be well done that 'you bandle all your 

Studd Mares, and mykethem tame and ealie, 
whereby, beſides the commodity you may bave 
of their work, which cannot hurt their taming 
if they be ſoberly handled, you m3y be ſure at 
all times to remove them from one Paſture to 
another , to bring them to be covered, and to 
take their Colts from them without great trou-

you, whether you ſhall take it away by Drinks 
or Oyntments,or by both:Look the Receipts for 
a dry Surfer, and the-Receipt for a Pocky Far- 
cion Horſe : Look the following Receipts for 2 
dry Surfet, and there you ſhall ſee the Purge of 
Aloes to begiven inwardly, and other things to 
be applied outwardly to the hard ſwelling: If

Y br two of the greateſt Roots of Polypo-
